je It is quite clear that the signing of the 


treaty is only the first step toward peace 
Not because there is any reason to doubt 
its ratification ; though it is not so palat- 
able 10 some of the bellgerents—Turkey 
for instance—as might have been expect- 
ed, it is not likely that the Sultan of any 
other of the governments represented will 
take the responsibility of disavowing it 
But the treaty cannot be regarded as the 
final settlement of the questions which 
have plunged Furope into war, simply be- 
cause it does not settle many of the most 
important of those questions. Doubt and 
uncertainty hang over the future status of 
the Principalities, the stato of Italy, the 
rules which are to govern the neutraliza- 
tion of the Black Sea, the rectification of 
tho Russian frontiers, the indemnity de- 
manded by Turkey, the political existence 
of the easternmost pachaliks of the Turk- 
ish empire in Asia, and other points of 
the utinost importance. 

Wo ‘tre, it must be confessed, groping 
in the dark when we attempt to reason 
upon the action of the Conferenc® on these 
Various matters, without either the record 
of the debates or tho treaty before us.— 
But in each separate country of Europe, 
some light has been thrown upon the trea- 
ty from an official source ; something has 
been gleaned from the language of the 
Plenipotentiaries ; much, and perhaps all, 
1as been discovered or guossed by tho a- 
gents of the press. Making due allow- 
ance, therefore, for the doubtful character 
of the sources of information we enjoy at 
present, we may atall events note the ten- 
or of what transpires. 

In'Paris, tho treaty is represented as 
uniformly unfavorable to Russia, Sho has 
conceded the neutralization of the Black 
Sea; sho has relinquished her claim to 
protect the Greeks in Turkey ; she has 
given up the best mouth of the Danube, 
and agreed not to attompt in future to i= 
torfero with the navigation of that river;

| - Methodist Episcopal College Grant. 


Our readers will easily recall, we have no doubt 
the circumstances of the grant of £500 made by 
| Parliament to a seminary about to be established 
| at Belleville, by the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
That respectable body felt the need of a seminary 
at which their young men intended for the ministry, 
and others, might be educated, and they looked 
about for ao desirable place in which to locate it, 
from whose residents they might receive pecuniary 
assistance in the project. They selected Belleville 
at length, as the best point, and collected subscrip- 
tions there and elsewhere, for the purchase of tand 
and the ercetion of buildings. The Hon. John 
| Ross, and his brother, Mr. James Ross, are resi- 
dents of Belleville ; they interested themselves in 
the matter so much that they procured to be placed 
upon the estimates last scasion, a grant of £500 to 
| the institution, although it could not Ue said then 
to be in existence. The grant was warmly oppo 
sed in the house, the Reformers comending that the

Tn the House of commons on the 15th

Gen. Walker s Last Battle. 


(Correspondence of the New York Times.) 

Alter tw6 weeks’ preparation, Walker, 
with all his forces, started from his head- 
quarters, at Rivas, on the 6th of April, 
and got on board the lake steamboat San 
Carlos, for the pretended purpose of in- 
vading Costa Rica, by way of the Sera- 
| paque river ; but scarcely had he with- 
drawn his troops from Virgin Bay and 
| San Juan del Sur. when the enemy marc he 
| ed into the abandoned towns, and beheld 
from the lake shore the departure of the 
steamer. When Walker got to Castillo, 
| half-way down the San Juan river, he al- 
tered his mind on the Serapaque subject, 
and having dispatched 46 men to take 
possession of its mouth where it enters 
the San Juan, 30 miles from Greytown, 
he took the back track and was just in 
time, the following morning, to see the 
inhabitants be had abandoned, shot in the 
streets, and the village reduced to ashes. 

San Juandel Sur shared the same fate, 
and the city of Rivas, which one day be- 
fore was the head-quarters of Gen. Wal- 
ker, without a single shot, fell into the 
hands of the enemy } thus easily have 
they gota basis of operations on the most 
approved military science, and a line of 
defence which, while it secures their 
Own communication, at the same time 
cuts off all hope of reliof or} retreat on 
the part of the foe. 

In order to recoyer from the results of 
this great error, with the blindness of a 
madman he falls into an error even greater. 

When he saw the burning of the new 
pier at Virgin Bay, and was informed of 
the murder of the peaceable citizens by 
one who had miraculously escaped, he 
directed his course to Grenada, a distance 
of 55 miles, and disembarking his men, 
commenced a march on Rivas, with 600 
men. These 55 miles were accomplish- 
ed at 8 o'clock, on the morning of the 
11th, and without halting, the order to at- 
tack was given, while the enemy was 
drawing up on the Plaza to receive them. 
Itis true the Americans fought bravely 
for nesr 12 hours, but as might be ex 
pected under such circumstances, the 
highest glory they could achieve was to 
prolong the fight till the darkness would 
cover their retreat ; and they once more 
returned to Grenada, leaving 150 of their 
comrades in thein dying agonies, to be 
committed to the earth by their enemies. 

‘This second battle of Rivas, does not 
more strongly prove the bravery of Wal- 
ker's soldiery, Mp it do®s the incompe- 
tency of their Commander-in-Chief. ‘The 
reports of this aflair in the 2! Nicara- 
guense, state that Walker gained a great 
victory, and killed 500 foes with the loss 
of only 30 men. 

The account in the Nicaragoense is 
elaborate and graphic. It claims a great 
victory for Walker, but as Walker re- 
treated, this can hardly be 


Tue Sear or Goyernmuent.—The 
Ningara Mail says ;—Notwithstanding 
the late vote of the House of Assembly 
for fixing the seat of Government at Que- 
bec, i: is the general opinion that when 
the questicn comes up for making the ap- 
propriations for the necessary buildings, 
that the decision will be reversed. ‘The 
vote had too much the appearance of a 
dodge to lead one to think that Quebec 
was seriously voted tobe the permanent 
seat of Government for Canada. It seems 
not improbable that the House will not 
agree atall on a capital, and that the Roy- 
al Prerogative will be called on to sctile 
the dispute, in which case Kingston will 
be the place most likely fixed on ; as that 
city has ever been the spot most favored 
by the Imperial authorities. Kingston 
has, moreover, the best claim of any place 
in Canada for the seat of Government. 
Itis central, well fortified, orderly, and 
not over large. It was a breach of the 
Union act Jo remove the seat of Govern- 
ment from Upper Canada, and an equally 
bad breach of faith to Kingston, to ever 
remove it from that city afterfonce fixing 
it there. The people of Upper Canada, 
wo apprehend, would, generally, be quite 
satisfied to have Kingston restored to the 
dignity of their metropolis. —[No doubt 
of it.]

Famine IN THE CAPE pe Verve Is- 
LANDS.— An officer in the American navy, 
writing to his friend at Washingion, gives 
a!public account of the famished and per- 
ishing condition of the inhabilants of the 
Cape de Verde Islands, owing to the scar- 
city of rain and consequent shortness of 
crop for the last three years. Already 
from 4,000 to 5,000 have died of sheer 
famine out of a population of 120,000.—

most for the poor peop'e, by sending small 
vessels,as he can raise the means, to the 
coast of Africa for grain, which be distri- 
bnies with the stirctest economy to the 
destitule, devoting to that purpose the 
whole of the revenues of the islands, and 
his own salary he has not touched for three 
years of bis governorship, living very poor 


with great frugality. He thinks he will be 
able to keep starvation intcheck till July,af 
ter which, unless provisions are sent 
from Europe and America, 20,000 persons 
at the Jeast calculation, will starve to death 
between then and December. He is a- 
bout to make an appeal to the government 
at Washington ; and the writer strongly ur- 
ges the condition of this unfortunate peo- 
ple upon the sympathy and charity of the 
American public.

Arrival of the America at Halifax 


The Royal Mail steamship America

Modern Patent Piety—Church-going in 
the City. 


Persons from the rural districts—who 
are visiting the city for the first time, and 
who have all their lives been accustomed 
to no more pretentious religious edifices 
than the old fashioned country-meeting 
house, with a “steeple,” either of the ex- 
tinguisher or pepper-castor patiern; with 
great square hot-house windows, built ex- 
pressly to concentrate and reflect upon 
the innocent congregation tho hottest rays 
of the sun, as if religion was a green- 
house plant, and would only bloom be- 
neath a forced and artificial heat —usual- 
ly expend no small portion of their simple 
wonder upon the magnificent temples of 
the tewn, which aspiring congregations 
erect ostensibly for the worship of the 
manger-cradled Saviour. 

It usually too requires some considera- 
ble time for such a behind-the-times per- 
son to lay aside all his antiquated notions 
of religion, in which love, charity, and 
good will to men were essential elements, 
but which primitive idea of Christianity 
has, in the more enlightened city precincts 
been long since exploded, and adopted 
the more convenient and showy piety 
which fashionable city people wear on 
Sundays—the constituent parts of which 
are too often only ostentation and vanity, 
veneered with a thin shell of decency and 
decoram, Such a church-going people 
are remarkably easy on the Bible—most 
of the doctrines therein inculcated having 
been long since explained away by their 
three-thousand-doliar clergyman, who 
measures his people for their religion, 
and fits them with as much nicity as their 
tailors or dressmakers do in the case of a 
more visible wardrobe. One or two Sun- 
days after my first appearance in this 
town of patent Christianity I attended 
service, for the first time. 

Having seen the opera with detestation. 
the theatres with approbation, George 
Christy witn cachinnation, and No. 2 Dey 
street with affiliation ; having visited Cas- 
tle Garden, the model artists, and the A- 
merican Museum; in fact knowing some- 
thing of almost all the other places of a- 
musement in the city, I resolved to com- 
plete andcrown my knowledge by going 
to church, and I hope I may receive due 
credit for my pursuit of amusement under 
difficulties. I made known my heroic 
determination to my new-found friends, 
and they instantly resolved to bear me 
company—Bull Dogge by way of varie- 
ty, and Damphool from force of habit— 
(Bull Dogge seldom goes to church, and 
Damphool always does.) 

Sunday morning came, and the afore 

said individuals presented themselves— 
B.D. looked puguacious and pugilistic, 
and Damphool porfectly marvelous—in 
fact, majestic as this Jatter-named person 
had ever borne himself, and importantly 
huge as he had ever appeared, his coat 
tails were now so wonderfully short, his 
collar so enviably large, and so indepen- 
dently upright, and his 80 unusually 
and magnificently lofty, that ho certinly 
looked a bigger Damphool than ever be- 
fore. 

Walked up Broadway through a crowd 
of people of all sorts, sizes, colors, and 
complexions ; country-men running over 
every third man they met; New Yorkers 
threading their way through apparently 
un-get-thro'-a-ble crowds without ruflling 
their tempers or their shirt collars—(By 
the way, | have discovered that no one 
but a genuine New Yorker, born and 
bred. can cross Broadway upon a digni- 
fied walk;) firemon in red shirts, and 
their coats over their arms; newsboys 
with a very scanty allowance of shirt, and 
no coats at all; Duch emigrants, with dir- 
ty faces, nasty breeches, and long loppy 
looking pipes; Irish emigrants, with dir- 
tier facos, nastier brooches, and short stub- 
bier pipes; spruco-looking darkios, and 
wenches arrayed in rainbow-coloured ba- 
biliments—and at last reached the door of 
the church. 

For about a quarter of a milo on eithor 
side of the entrance there extended arow 
of carriages, lined with satin, with velvet 
cushions; and on every carriage there 
wore a couple of men with white glovos

to sit outside the church and watch the la- 
zy over-fed-horses, while their owners 
WeradnsidoikayinatAmanhangl an énevio 
democratic prayers that liberty and equal- 
ity may be established over all the earth. 

“The coachman spends his Sabbath 
hours in the pious occupation of cracking 
his whip at the little boys who are play- 
ing marbles on the side-walk, roading the 
Sunday papers, and saying hard words at 
the flies which make his hor.

man goes to sleep in the carriage, with 
his boots out of the window, and only a- 
rouses from his slumber in time to open 
the door for my lady, as she returns from 
her courtly devotions. 

Wo passed the scrutiny of these gentle- 
men without exciting any audible imper- 
tinence, and reached the door of the 
church. Every thing looked so grandly 
gingerbready that I hesitated about going 
in. Little boy in the corner (barefooted, 
with a lotter in the post-office) told us to 
“goin,” and called us lemons.” Did 
not perceive the force of his pomological 
remark but ‘went in” nevertheless. Man 
ina white cravat showed us a pew ; floor 
covered with carpet, and seat covered 
with damask, with little stools to kneel 
down upon. Bull Dogge says that at one 
time the prevailing style of pantaloons 
nearly caused a division in the church, 
which was however compromised by an 
alteration in the litany, and allowing the 
gentlemen to stand during the performance 
of certain prayers instead of kneeling 
down, which latter feat was difficult of ac- 
complishment, on account of the tightness 
of their straps, Some of the congregation 
were however so much offended that they 
staid away, and used home-made prayers, 
instead of coming to church and dealing 
in the ortModox ready-made article, 

Pretty soon, music —organ—sometimes 
grand and selemn, but generally fast and 
lively enough fora contra-dance, (B.D. 
said the player got a big salary to show 
off the organ, and draw a big house.) 

He commenced to play Old Hundred 
(Damphool suggests Ancient Century.) 

At first, majestic as it should be, but

ENGLAND AND THE UNITED STATES. 


Among the official papers presented to

The School Question.—Exciting Scene. 


A very exciting debate took place Inst 
night on the question of Separate Schools 
Mr. Brown opened the debate at 5 p. m 
and spoke till 6 o'clock, when he moved 
the resolution to abolish the sectarian sys- 
tem, of which he had given notice. “At 
half-past seven, Mr. Felton moved an a- 
mendment to the effect that the Ror 
Catholics in Upper Canada should not be 
put on a less favourable footing in regard 
to schools than the Protestants in Lower 
Canada. 

Messrs. Hartman, Aikins, Patrick and 
Sanborn spoke on the partofthe Opposi- 
tion ; and Messrs. Spence, Bowes, Loran- 
ger, Stevenson and O'Farrell, on behalf of 
Separate Schools; and Mr. Conger on 
both sides.

It contained a clause 
however, which favoured the idea of the 
schools being supported without local tax, 
which made it objectionable to some mem- 
bers. ‘his peculiarity did not, however, 
affect the great significance of Mr Papin’s 
motion.

This was an action to recover the 
amount of a promissory note, 

Defendants admitted the making of the 
note, but set up a plea of usury. 

Plaintiffs have an Agency in the town 
of Belleville where they discounted paper, 
if made payable at Kingston or Montreal ; 
the ground upon which the defendants 
rested their plea of usury was, that the 
plaintiffs collected } per cont. over and 
above the usual or legal interest if the 
note was made payable at Kingston, and 
4 per cent. if made payable at Montreal. 

Hon. J. H,.Cameron, Q. C., Vankough- 
net, Q. C., and J. B, Robinson counsel 
for the plaintiffs, and H. Eccles for the 
defendants, 

The panel of specialjurors being called, 
12 outof 16 summoned, answered to their 
names, 

Before they were sworn, Mr. Eccles 
claimed his rightto challenge perempto- 
rily two of the jurors, which was over- 
ruled by the court, He then moved to 
anrend his pleas, which was also over- 
ruled. 

The defendants having admitted the 
making of the note, Mr. Eccles opened 
the case for the defendants. After ad- 
dressing the jury ho called 

F. W. Allport—Was in the employ of 
the Bank in Belleville, in 1854 and 1855, 
inthe capacity of teller; the Bank dis- 
counted notes for Mr. Milks ; I left the 
Bank in September last ; paper was dis- 
counted for Mr. Curtis ; he was a custo- 
mer of the Bank ; has no recollection of 
the note produced ; 1t has been through 
the Bank ; has seen the note now shown 
to me ; it was discounted ; it was made 
payable at Kingston, but cannot tell why : 
(here witness was handed three notes 
made at Belleville, and payable at Kings- 
ton) they were discounted; they are 
made by Mr. Milks and endorsed by the 
defendants ; in addition to the usual dis- 
count a commission was charged on all 
paper payable out of Belleville, varying 
trom § to 4 percent. on bills payable in 
Canada ; the maker and one endorser re- 
sided in Belleville, the other about 14 
miles from Belleville ; he had the option 
of taking up the notes at Kingston or we

Loafers about Town. 


The above is the heading of some sen- 
sible remarks which we copy from the 
Portland (Maine) Argus of the 13th in- 
stant.

Lowell News says, that, but a few days

Mr. Bowes resumed the debate on the 
motion of want of confidence in the Min- 
istry. He expressed his astonishment at 
the conduct of those who having voted 
for Quebec as the Seat of Government, 
now censored the Administration for com- 
plying with the vote of the majority, 

Mr. Galt here drew the attention of the 
Government to the establishment of a bank 
at Stanstead, and the issue of notes there- 
by. A long discussion took place, in the 
course of which it appeared that the Stan- 
stead Bank had issued notes under the 
Free Banking Act, countersigned by offi- 
cial authority; and had issued notes sim- 
| arin appearance, but without being coun- 
tersigned. It was stated that these latter 
notes must have been issued on the Afwe- 
rican side of the lines, and the opinion ‘of 
members seemed to be that there was no 
provision under the law as it now stands, 
by which such a practice could be pre- 
vented. 

Mr. Wilson then took up the debate, 
which had been suspended. We said the 
present Ministry had professed (o'catry 
out the measures of their predecessors, 
but hed failed to do so to the satisfaction 
of Reformers. He condemned the Vacil- 
tation of the Inspector General in regard 
to the Grand Trunk Company. ‘The Go- 
vernment ought to have taken up the ques- 
tion of the Seat of Government, and if 
they could not carry their views in the 
Honse, they ought to go to the countr 
upon it, ‘he Union could not endure, if 
the Seat of Government were placed at 
one end of the Province. He attacked 
Mr. Spence and other Ministers for m- 
consistency. ‘The Government, he con- 
tinued, was bound to sustain the Grawd 
‘Trunk Railway Co,; the credit of the 
country was pledged to do so in a great 
degree, and that pledge should be re- 
deemed. ‘Ihe House ought toknow what 
course was to be taken. 

Mr. Sanbern explained the causes 
which had induced him to decline to sup- 
port the Coalition. ‘The Elective Coun- 
cil Bill was carried by a union of Con- 
servatives and Reformers, both of whom 
had acted contrary to the wishes of their 
constituents.

Mr. Langton never examined nor audited the 
books and accounts of the Crown Land Depart: 
ment. He never saw, nor did he ever ask to see 
the Blotter, Cash Book, or Ledger. How then 
could he with so much confidence appear before the 
commitice on Public Accounts and report there was 
£10,166 155 94 unaccounted for? tt is true, that 
amount appe: the debit of the Receiver Gener 
al, but a corr nding credit appears in the depo- 
sit accounts, and the accounts of the Agents as 
shown by the balance sheet. 

He certainly cainot be ssid to have done his 
duty as Auditor so far as the Crown Land Depart- 
ment is concerned, for he lias not even taken the 
trouble to ascertain if the balance sheet furnished 
to him corresponded with the Ledger balances. A 
few vouchers were not furnished, being retained in 
the office, as Mr. Langton well koows, for the sim- 
ple reason that they were not in duplicate, and I 
was unwilling to allow them to go out of the office. 
Mr. Langton was aware of this, and said he wae 
perfectly satisfied, and that ho would send a clerk 
to examine them at the Department. All I havo 
got to say is that he has not done so, and this neg~ 
lect on his part is now converted into an accusation 
sgainst the Crown Land Department of incompe- 
tency and confusion.

The case is this, there is generally an ascertained 
balance due on the 31st December, on timber un- 
sold in Quebec, on which the Crown holds a lien, 
the merchants who may purchase being obliged to 
pay before they can get possession of the timber.— 
It was formerly customary to onter this amountin 
the accounts rendered to the Inspector General's 
Department, and when I was placed In charge of 
this branch of the service I objected to it, bul those 
then entrusted with the auditing of the accounts 
insisted on having it as they had been accustomed 
to get it. Now the thing may bo right or wrong 
in itself, but it is clear that it can form no ground 
for a charge againat this branch of the service, and

Frost there- 
fore is not the cure of that which is frozen, 
according to Homeopathic principles, but the 
remedy 3s as we have represented it, by the 
gradual restoration of the natural heat. 

The most absurd part of the whole system 
seems to be the infinitessimal doses which 
are administered. The mode of reducing 
their medicines is somewhat after the follow- 
ing manner :—A drachm of some drug is dis- 
solved in an ounce of water; this is mixed

twentieth time; the last admixture is sup- 
posed to be sufficiently diluted. This is then 
taken in exceedingly small doses, the effect 
of which would be about the same as if a 
pound of Epsom salts had been thrown into 
the Niagara river above the Falls, for the 
purpose of producing laxative brpartina in 
the waters of the St. Lawrence at Montreal 
or Quebec. We sincerely advise Homeopa- 
thists to do this, as the method would be far 
less troublesome and tedious than the one 
they now practice. 

ne objection was adduced by the lecturer 
respecting the harmless quality of their med- 
icines, that whole vials of liquid and whole 
boxes of pills had been taken with perfect 
impunity, and without producing any sensi- 
ble effects upon the parties takingthem. Al- 
though this was apparently met with coura- 
geous confidence it was not answered, but 
only shuffled aside with an illustration which 
did not bear upon the point at issue. If the 
theory of the system be true, a quantity of 
this medicine would certainly produce a sick- 
ness similar to that which it was intended to 
cure; how then in the name of common sense 
can Dr, Lewis reconcile this theory with the 
fact he adduced of a child having swallowed 
a box of pills without any inconvenience? 
To such empyricism we give his own answer, 
‘pooh! poli! pooh? “His Hygiene and di- 
otics—things common to all systems—are the 
only sensible doctrines which he promulgates. 
In nine cases out of ten a patient needs no 
medicine,—nature will eflect its own cure; 
in such instances Homeopathy may answer 
quite as well as the general practice, but in 
acute attacks or chronic complaints of diffi- 
cult character, give us something more ener- 
getic and reliable. 

The above may not be such a notice as the 
Dr. is accustomed to receive, but such are 
our candid sentiments,

Law. 

Mr. Lafoutaine asked for a posiponement 
of the question, as he did not like to vote in 
the dark, in which position the Council seem- 
ed to be that evening; for his part he did not 
believe any person would work for nothing, 
and the Council would be called npon wher 
pay-day arrived. 

The motion was lost upon the following di- 
vision :—Yeas, Holden, Stevens, and Clark; 
Nays, Hope, Wilson, Blacklock, Chilver, and 

fontaine. , 

A motion was then made to adjourn, but 
not carried. 

Dr. Hope said it had been stated that the 
Finance committee had neglected its duty by 
not completing its Jabors sooner; this was not 
the fault of the committee, as the Report had 
been before the Council for several sittings, 
and its adoption had been postponed from:
